Dear Friends of Crippled Children: 


Your presence here tonight indicates your 
appreciation of what Rotary is trying to do — 
bring Opera to Peterborough and at the same 
time devote proceeds from tonight’s perform- 
ance to our Crippled Children’s Work. We 
hope you will continue to support us in the 
two-fold purpose. 

We admit quite frankly that the financial 
side of Crippled Children’s Work has been a 
drain on the Club’s budget. The annual Easter 
Seal campaign has not produced sufficient 
revenue for a $6,000 budget on this work, and 
the Club has strived to remain self-support- 
ing and not call on Ontario Society for Crip- 
pled Children for help. It should be empha- 
sized, however, that the Society stands ready 
and willing to help us, financially or other- 
wise, at a moment’s notice. The Club is grate- 
ful for the material help rendered by the 
Society’s district nurse who visits our pa- 
tients, seeks out new cases, makes frequent 
reports and suggestions. Apart from this the 
Rotary Club of Peterborough would like to 


finance its own Crippled Children’s pro- 
eramme, 

Your support of our Opera will make this 
possible, and we thought you might like to 
know more about our work. Chairman Dr. 
Ralph Smyth and his Crippled Children’s 
Committee have 72 cases on their current file. 
More and more ways are being found of help- 
ing these children, and the number of cases 
themselves increase by approximately 4 for 
every 1,000 increase in population in the City 
and County of Peterborough. The financial 
help is rendered mainly in the following 
ways: 


(a) Hospitalization 

(b) Braces and splints, artificial ap- 
pliances 

(c) Transportation to and from Sick 
Children’s Hospital in Toronto 

(d) Special Summer Camps; 7 children 
sent from Peterborough last sum- 


mer. 
(e) Swiniming .Therapy at YWCA

The Club, and the children themselves, are 
grateful to doctors in both Peterborough and 
Toronto, where their services are rendered 
free of charge in this special work. 


Through the Senior Swim Club we have in- 
struction for 10 or 12 handicapped children 
at the YWCA Pool. This local project was 
the first of its kind ever handled by a Rotary 
Club, and the results of 8 years have been so 
excellent that other clubs are following suit. 
Apart from the wonderful therapeutic results, 
it might be mentioned that 6 of our young 
swimmers have won Red Cross awards, both 
Intermediate and Senior, as well as Life Sav- 
ing Awards. One of our girls won an event 
at the Chemong Regatta this past summer. 


This swimming treatment is continuing, even 


to a lovely little 3-year-old girl who is just 
learning to kick in the water. Over the years 
she will graduate to the flutter-board, and so 
the work goes. 


This year the Ontario Society for Crippled 
Children has picked as the Easter Seal “Tim- 
my”, young Bruce McGregor from this dis- 
trict. He is outside our County and is cared 
for by the Rotary Club of Cobourg, which, 
like Peterborough, works hand in hand with 
the Society. 


Cases handled by our Club are broken down 
roughly as follows: Congenial Defects (from 
birth), Poliomyelitis, Accident, Cerebral Pal- 
sy, and Miscellaneous. 


The facilities of the Club, and for that mat- 
ter the Ontario Society, are available to all. 
Financial assistance, to mention one, can be 
ticklish business with parents who cannot 
meet the financial demands necessary to cure 
a child. Pride must often be cast aside for the 
eood of the little patient. Persons financially 
capable of looking after their own child’s 
treatment are naturally expected to do so, 
but the important thing is to see that the 
crippled patient does not lack for every avail- 


able medical care. If you know of a child mot: 


receiving full and adequate attention, please 
notify Miss Clark at the Department of Pub- 
lic Health at the City Hall, or our own 
Chairman of the Crippled Children’s Commit- 
Oe. 


A case we have been privileged to help ts 
that of a 5-year-old girl born with multiple 
congenital defects & clubbed hands, clubbed 
feet, knee caps on the back of the legs, and 
congenital hips (head of the leg out of the 
hip socket). This little child has been m 
casts for practically all of her 5 years, im 
and out of hospital many times undergomg 
numerous operations. At our Christmas 
Party in December this young patient came 
without any casts and is now able to walk. 


That is the story of one of the 72 current 
cases on our files, one of the better cases we 
have been privileged to help. Public support 
makes this possible. : 


On behalf of all the Crippled Children whe 
have passed through our hands may we 
thank you for your presence tonight. A word 
of appreciation is certainly also due the ad- 
vertisers and those listed in tonight’s pro- 
gramme, the revenue from which will help a 
good many of our little kiddies.

The Royal Conservatory Opera Company, 
the first all-Canadian professional opera com- 
pany, was established in Toronto as a result 
of the vital growth of the Royal Conserva- 
tory’s Opera School, founded in 1946. 


Dr. Arnold Walter, the first director of the 
Opera School, stated the guiding principle of 
the Company and the School in his brief to the 
Massey Commission in 1949, explaining that 
the School “undertakes to train young singers 
and to make them familiar with all phases of
